The Finnish Prime Minister says 
that national income is sinking and 
foreign credit is necessary to finance 
defence. As a peace-loving nation 
little attention had been paid to muni¬ 
tions, and as a result .of the continual 
attack, large supplies are necessary 
from abroad. Finland is prepared to 
meet new obligations as faithfully as 
ling been done, irr the past. 

Italian planes being shipped by ov¬ 
erland route to Finland, are reported 
as being held up by German authori¬ 
ties, till it can be decided whether 
Germany officially allies itself with 
Russia in withholding, such aid to 
Finland. 

Finnish report is that in the past six 
weeks they have fought an enemy 50 
'times their size. Finnish loss has in¬ 
cluded 234 civilians kill^, 269 badly 
injured, but civilian population has 
been inhumanly treated. Finland 
claims wiping out two Russian divis¬ 
ions (of 15.000 each! in the last 12 
days of fighting. The instruction is 
to “hit Russians in their stomachs,” 
and as a result camp kitchens have 
been attacked, cheating a demoraliz¬ 
ing effect on a cold, hungry enemy..

Certainly no charge of political patronage can lie 
made against Prime Minister King in this appointment, 
for Mr. Garland has been one of the severest critics >f 
the Liberal regime, and was also acknowledged t<f be 
one of the ablest Ueoatefs. It is idle, however, to ig¬ 
nore the faet that the appointment lias removed a 
most forceful factor imC.C.K. opposition to the govern¬ 
ment. The reasons why Mr. Gar I and accepted this 
peaceful appointment rather than continue on the battle- 
front of politics in Canada, have ivt been explained. 
Perhaps his zest for fighting is waning, although h's 
move does not imply betrayal of. the C.C.F. cause. Per¬ 
haps he is growing more realistic, placing le.-s depend¬ 
ence on the thankless, undependable voting public. At 
any rate, his removal to his native land, may hung a 
different type of service, equally of vplne in the long 
run.

There 
were two men however, who felt- that, 
there was no need for this condition 
to exist. They were Richard Rush, 
assistant-secretary of the U.S. depart¬ 
ment of state, and Charles Bagot, 
British ambassador to Washington. 
As a result of the desire of these two 
men, the Rush-Bagot treaty came into 
existence, which was proclaimed by 
President Monroe, on April 28, 1818, 
as in effect April 28, 1817.
